From the Peeting of Dulkerings in London. 


DEAR FRIENDS, 


* 7 Ith ourdear Love inthe Truth unto you all, Theſeare to let you under- 

\/ ſtand, That our Friends have at ſeveral Tea-/y ce.igs had under 

their ſerious Conſideration, how ali thoſe Books that are Printed tor the 

Service of [rmth, and in the Unity of triends, might mott cffectually 

be ſpread for a General Service to Truth, and Information unto- Friends ard others : 

And at the laſt T1 early Mecting it was left unto this Meering, who accordingly have taken 
Care and Pains therein, and ſettled as followeth. 

That thoſe that Print Friends Books, ſhall the firſt Opportunity after Printed with- 

in one Month at moſt, ſend to one of the Correſpondents in the ſeveral Counties, viz. 


For your County, two Boks of a ſort if under Six Pence for 
each Monthly Meeting in your County, and but one of a ſort if above Six Pence per Book 
for theſe Reaſons, 

1ſt. For Friends to have Generkl Notice of what Books are Printed. 

2dly, That they may ſend for what other Quantities they may ſee a Service for. And 

3dly, That the Printer may be incouraged in Printing: for kriends. 

4thly. That one Book at leaſt of a ſort that ſhall be Printed [ except ColleQions ' may 
be kept in each Monthly or Quarterly Meeting, for the +ervice of Friends and Truth, as 
there ſhall be occaſion for the future. And was agreed at the yearly Meeting 1692. To 
be Recommended to the Quarterly or Monthly Mcetings, and deſired by the taid Meeting 
1692. in the Printed Epiltle. | 

5thly. Irs agreed, that for Incouragement the Printer will allow two pence in the Shil- 
ling for all ſuch Books. 

6thly. Its agreed that ſome here ſhall be appointed that two or three Weeks before 
each Quarter Day to Examine the Printer, to ſee that they ſend no #ooks but ſuch as 
arc approved by Friends, and. no more than two of a ſort as aforeſaid » except the 
Friends in the Country ſhall write for more, which its hoped they will not fail in, as 
they ſee a Service for them. 

7:hiy. Its Agreed or Adviſed, that the Printers Account be fully cleared once a Year 
at the leaſt by thoſe Friends the Country ſhall ſend up to the Yearly Meeting. 

8chly. Its Agrecd that the Name of the Printcr Imployed by Frieads ſhould be ſent, 
with Directions how to write to him, 

And Dear Fri:nds and Brethren. of 

Its tenderly and in Brotherly Love Adviſed and Recommended unto you, That ye 
be careful and diligent in the ſpreading of all ſuch Books that are Printed for the S:rvice 
of Truth, and are Written either in defence of it, or C#ri/t1an» D.&#rin:, or Ho'y Proveſ- 7 
fron, or by way of Epiſtle, V/V arnwg, Cantion, Exboriarion or Propheſie. ©, 1 has{o-we nay 
not be any way or in any wiſe Remiſs or Negligent in promoting that Holy and.Eter- 
nal Truth it hath pleaſed Almighty God to bleſs us with the Knowledge of, andHath
